Lowe Fund to Encourage 
Quality Community Newspapers 


To encourage quality in com- 
munity newspapers in Nebraska, 
the Jack H. Lowe Fund has been 
established in the University of 
Nebraska Foundation for the 
benefit of the School of Journal- 
ism on the Lincoln campus, 

Establishing the Fund was the 
Telegraph Printing Company, 
Inc., of Sidney, where Mr. Lowe 
served as staff writer, editor and 
co-publisher of the Sidney Tele- 
graph from the mid-Twenties to 
his retirement in July, 1971. 

John Gottschalk, publisher of 
the Sidney Telegraph and presi- 
dent of the printing company, 
said the Fund will have perpetual 
existence with annual contribu- 
tions from the sponsor. It is hoped 
that through this Fund ‘Mr. 
Lowe’s spirit of initiative, dedica- 
tion, and intellect will provide 
guidance and encouragement for 
future generations of journal- 
ists.”’ 

Gifts Being Sought 

Other newspapers, journalistic 
organizations and friends of Mr. 
Lowe have also contributed to the 


Fund, with future gifts being wel- 
comed. The use of the Fund will 
be determined by the School of 
Journalism with the advice of a 
board comprised of a_ faculty 
member and a student from the 
School, the president of the Ne- 
braska Press Association, and a 
representative of the Telegraph 
Printing Company, 

Neale Copple, director of the 
School of Journalism, said: '’The 
establishment of this fund with 
its flexibility and its innovations 
holds more promise than any of 
the ideas | have seen to date. This 
School of Journalism is built on 
a base of close cooperation with 
the state press. The Jack H. Lowe 
Fund will strengthen these ties.’ 

Hall of Honor 

Included in the area in which 
the fund will work are: 

—A Nebraska journalism Hall 
of Honor to be established in the 
new quarters of the School of 
Journalism and to be used to 
honor the most noteworthy of the 
state’s journalists, 

—A program to give students 


an opportunity to get out into the 
community journalism field and, 
at the same time, give community 
editors an opportunity to come 
into the School of Journalism to 
work with students. 

—A program of publications 
would be established in such a 
way that material of value to both 
the community newspapers and 
the School of Journalism would 
be published and collected on a 
regular basis. 

—A program to encourage in- 
ternships and scholarships on 
community newspapers in Ne- 
braska. 

—A program to acknowledge 
and honor superior community 
service by Nebraska newspapers 
which consistently perform at a 
level of service which deserves 
special recognition. 

—A program to incorporate 
the functions of community jour- 
nalism into the curriculum of the 
School of Journalism in an inno- 


vative approach that escapes 
from the usual curriculum 
courses.

Zumberge Will Become Chancellor February | 


Dr. James H. Zumberge, an 
internationally known geologist 
and experienced university ad- 
ministrator, will become chan- 
cellor of the NU Lincoln cam- 
puses and vice president of the 
University of Nebraska system 
Feb. 1. 

He will succeed Dr. C. Peter 
Magrath who has been serving as 
interim chancellor since Dr. 
Joseph Soshnik resigned to join 
an investment firm in Omaha. 

A native of Minneapolis, Dr. 
Zumberge holds B.A. and Ph.D. 
degrees in geology from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota and an 
L.L.D, from Grand Valley College 
in Michigan. 

He began his academic career 
as an instructor in geology at the 
University of Michigan in 1950 
and advanced to professor in 
1960. From 1950 to 1962 he 
served as a consultant in ground 
water and metallic deposits in the 
State of Michigan. In 1962 he 
became president of the newly- 
established Grand Valley State 
College. A new library was named 
in his honor at the College in 
1968—the same year he was 
named director of the School of 
Earth Sciences at the University 
of Arizona. The school was eleva- 
ted to college status three years 
later and Dr. Zumberge became 
the first dean.

Cobs includes 37 activities, all 
juniors and seniors, and 40 
workers, all freshmen and soph- 
omores.

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Pre-Season Tournament To Set Basketball Balance 


Regardless of what the final 
basketball standings in the Big 
Eight Conference might have re- 
flected last season when Kansas 
swept through the league, the 
NCAA regionals, and into the 
final round of four, there was a 
great deal of balance throughout. 

Kansas, plainly and simply, 
won the close ones down the 
stretch—the last four Confer- 
ence wins for the Jayhawks were 
by one, two, two, and five points. 

That balance of last year which 
never broke over the surface will 
be far more visible this season, 
Two reasons are Oklahoma and 
Missouri. They were Kansas’ two 
top challengers a year ago and 
both return four starters and a 
flock of dandies from: good fresh- 
man teams. 

Fourth-place Nebraska has 
three regulars back, while Kan- 
sas State, with two outstanding 
players from its championship 
team of two seasons ago num- 
bered among the four returning 
starters, is almost a certainty to 
rebound from only its second los- 
ing season in 25 campaigns. 

Even co-seventh-place finishers 
Oklahoma State and lowa State 
—and particularly the Cyclones 
—look much improved. The Cow- 
boys return three regulars, while 
lowa State has a new coach (the 
quite successful Maury John), a 
new enthusiasm, and a number 
of new faces. 

Colorado, like Kansas, did lose 
three regulars. Colorado’s loss 
includes the Big Eight’s all-time 
leading scorer in Cliff Meely. 
Kansas is without its entire back 
line, 

Yet, Colorado’s Sox Walseth 
seems to relish this sort of a sit- 
uation, which is a parallel to 
three years ago when he quided 
the Buffs to the title. Kansas’ Ted 
Owens maintains an optimistic 
air, 

First real display of the bas- 
ketball balance will come, as it 
has for the past 25 years, with 
the annual Big Eight Pre-Season 
Basketball Tournament, Decem- 
ber 27-30 in Kansas City’s Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium, 

Opening tournament play this 
year will be Oklahoma State and 


Colorado. The Cowboys, accord- 
ing to Coach Sam Aubrey, will be 
a better shooting club this year 
and will be quicker. The three 
starters back are guard Jerry 
Clack, and forwards Mike Jeffries 
and Tony Kraus. Kraus was the 
team’s leading scorer last cam- 
paign. 

Colorado has eight returnees 
from last year, including Jim 
Creighton, a 6-7 slick-moving 
center who has played two sea- 
sons in Meely’s shadow. Back, 
too, are Steve Aaker, peppery 
Bobby Hofman, Marc Teets, and 
Larry McCoy. 

The nightcap on the 27th will 
have Missouri against Nebraska, 
Missouri bows into tournament 
play with four returning starters, 
including John Brown, Bob Allen 
Greg Flaker, and Mike Griffin. 
Both Brown and Allen averaged 
in double figures and Brown 
gained extra experience as a 
member of an Olympic develop- 
ment team this summer. Part- 
time starter Bill Foster also re- 
turns to Norm Stewart's fold. 

Chuck Jura (6-10), Al Nissen, 
and Mike Peterson (6-8) are all 
Big Eight tested seniors for Coach 
Joe Cipriano at Nebraska, where 
replacements have to be found 
for the top scorer and rebounder. 
Also around are Tony Riehl and 
Tom Gregory, who saw plenty of 
relief duty last year. 

Tipping off first on the 28th 
will be defending champion Kan- 
sas against revamped lowa State. 
The Jayhawks of Ted Owens can 
point to Bud Stallworth, a two- 
year regular, and Aubrey Nash 
as returning starters. Bob Kivisto 
was last year’s sixth man and 
Randy Canfield (6-9) came back 
strong from illness, This nucleus 
lets Owens go into the season 
with an air of optimism, despite 
the loss of the top three rebound- 
ers and two of the team’s best 
scorers. 

Though four starters do return 
at lowa State, it is almost a cer- 
tainty that this year’s Cyclones 
will take on a new look. First, 
there will be the Maury John 
version of the fast break and the 
harassing ‘‘belly-button” defense. 
Three transfers, including a 


seven-footer (Tom O'Connor), 
join veterans led by Gene Mack, 
who ranks as the highest-scoring 
guard in lowa State history. 

Closing out first-round action 
could be one of the great tests in 
tournament history when Kansas 
State challenges Oklahoma. Bas- 
ketball tradition at Kansas State 
dictates optimism and six who 
have started at one time or an- 
other do return, including Steve 
Mitchell (6-10), Ernie Kusnyer, 
David Hall, Jack Thomas, Lind- 
burgh White, and Bob Zender. 
Mitchell topped the team in scor- 
ing last year, while Hall was the 
rebounding leader. 


There is no doubt that John 
MacLeod has turned around 
Sooner basketball fortunes, lead- 
ing the Oklahomans to the NIT 
the last two years. He has four 
starters on hand, including Bobby 
Jack, the team’s top scorer, and 
Scott Martin, one of the all-time 
best Big Eight guards. John Yule 
and Andrew Pettes round out the 
starting corps returning. 

Tickets for the tournament, 
priced at $2, $3, $4, and $5, can 
be ordered now, either through 
the University of Nebraska Ticket 
Office, or through the Municipal 
Auditorium in Kansas City. 

And, as in the past, a full slate 
of 10 games will be televised over 
a Big Eight network of stations. 


This year the series will open 
with Colorado at Nebraska on 
January 15 and close on March 
11 with Oklahoma at Missouri.

IOWA STATE CYCLONES 


DEAN CARLSON—Tri-captain Dean Carlson is both a 
fighter and a fine quarterback. He reacts well to pres- 
sure and has come along as expected to join Nebraska's 
Jerry Tagge in a two-way fight for Big Eight passing 
supremacy. Going into last weekend’s games, Tagge held 
a 6.3 yards-per-game advantage over the Cyclone senior. 
Tagge was averaging 168.6 yards per game, Carlson, 
162.5. Carlson’s proficiency at lowa State is a carry-over 
from his junior college days at Rochester, Minnesota— 
his home town. In 1969, he led the nation’s JC passers 
with 2,090 yards on 127 completions. 


KEITH SCHROEDER—"Stumpy” is something else! 
That's the opinion of Johnny Majors, his head coach, 
and Jackie Sherrill, the defensive coordinator whose 
special job is to handle the linebackers, Keith (Stumpy) 
Schroeder deserves this praise—the 6-foot, 210-pounder 
made 69 unassisted tackles and took part in 92 others 
in 1970 for a total of 161. He also found time to re- 
cover a pair of fumbles, and to break up three passes. 
As a sophomore he picked off a fumble and rumbled 
62 yards for a score, The Cyclones think he is the best 
linebacker in the Big Eight—and Majors and Sherrill 
will argue a long time before they would admit that any 
others in the country are as good.

Main reason for the excitement generated by the 
Husker cagers, of course, is veteran coach Joe Cip- 
riano, who literally lives, breathes, eats and sleeps 
basketball once October 15th rolls around. 

Joe gets a gleam of anticipation in his eyes this 
fall whenever someone asks him about his upcom- 
ing prospects... 

“We had a good year last year and we've got a 
great shot at another fine season this year,’’ Joe 
says without looking over his shoulder to see if 
anyone is taking notes. ‘’We’re going to be a Big 8 
contender, and we’ve got the potential to become 
a very fine basketball team.” 

Cipriano has another reason to be happy this 
year, since the Nebraska Legislature—thanks to 
the increased tax on cigarettes—saw fit last winter 
to launch a program that will give the University 
of Nebraska a much-needed indoor athletic facility.

One thing certain about Slippery Joe’s 1970-71 
team: it will have a distinct Nebraska flavor. 

We've got some outstanding Nebraska boys on 
the squad this year,’’ Cipriano said. ‘They're all 
doing a fine job in practice.” 

The Husker bounce-ball skipper was referring to 
Center Chuck Jura from Schuyler, Forward Mike 
Peterson from Omaha Creighton Prep, Guard-For- 
ward Lee Harris from Omaha Central, Forward Curt 
LeRossignol from Lincoln, Forward Cal Christline 
from Sterling, Guard Rick Brown from Scottsbluff 
and Guard Tom Novak from Lincoln. 

“This is the best group of Nebraska natives 
we've ever had, and we expect big things from 
them,”’ Cipriano said. 

Nebraska opens its basketball season on Novem- 
ber 20 (7:30 p.m.) at the Coliseum with the annual 
Varsity-Freshman game.
